Is Mndo by Prisoners

in Tombs.

SHE CONDUCTS AN INQUIRY

Favors From Tnmmuny Motive

for Doctored Petition, De-

clares Confessed Writer.

Charles Becker, besides belli on trial
for hta life. In accused of belli a leader
In a plot of Tomb prisoners to dis-

credit Mayor Mltchel by nttackltu: the
Administration of Miss Knthnrlno IJ.
Davis, Commissioner of Correction, with
the hop of pleasing "Fourteenth Street"
and thereby winning the approval of Gov.
Olynn and Attorncy-acnera- l Carinody and
getting favors If Hecker needs them.

This singular chargo was niudo public
by Mlsn Davis yesterday after a Ions;

elimination of prisoners In the Tombs
aa to responsibility for on abuslvo peti-

tion alffned by 319 of the 635 prisoners
which she received In the mall Wednesday.

It l alleged that the prisoners were
tricked Into olgnlng their nnmcs by the
circulation, nt the request of llcckcr and
others, of a reaptctfully worded request
that MlM Davis rescind her rule which
prohibits Inmates from receiving food

and other supplies from outside the prison
and civs the exclusive sales privilege
to the Tombs caterer. When tho names
were obtained, according to the testi-
mony of prisoners, thu Innocent petition,
with tho signatures of Hecker and tin
olher conspirators, was thrown away aria
the abuslvo petition substituted.

Prlrllrifra Tsken Array.
This petition, which Philip Muslca says

he wrote with Uccker's fountain pen and
Hecker corrected, wus sent outsldo the
prison, typewritten and mailed to Miss
Davis, a copy going to Warden Hanley,
FIT other prisoners, nccordlng to Miss
Davis, said they saw Muslca and Hecker
preparing this petition on Tuesday near
Mualca'u cell In tho corridor of tho first
tier.

The Immedlato result wns an order from
Miss Davis depriving Hecker and tho
other alleged conspirators of their privi-
leges. Becker cannot see his wife and
may confer with his lawyers only In a
cell. ThH prisoners on each hide of hlin
have been transferred, leaving him Iso-

lated. Muslc.i. who Is aw.iltlng an appeal
of his conviction for awindllnlg banks out
of $1,000,000 by false invoices on human
hair Importation, was ehlfted from the
ft rat tier to tho fourth, where, says Miss
Davis, "he will no longer be ablo to con-

fer with his confederates."
This restriction of Hecker'a liberties ap-

plies only to tho Tombs. As soon as Dis-

trict Attorney Whitman heard of It he
designated a room In the Criminal Courts
Building, where the may
talk to his wife and counsel as much as
la necessary In the course of the trial.

When Becker was told yesterday of
Miss Davis's accusation he said: "There's
absolutely nothing In It. I can't help
what Miss Davis says. I can't stop her."
Mra, Becker udded: "It's a damnable
lie and tho purpose of It Is apparont to
anybody not a fool."

A typewritten letter Signed 'Tombs
"Prisoners" accompanying the copy of the
petition which Warden Hanley received
was more threatening than the petition
ttself. or the noto which Misa Davis re-

ceived with It. l'art of It was :

This is only the beginning, and If
he does not change her luetics within

three days she Is going to bo shown
In every paper In New York what ft
faker she Is. Tho facts, figures and
details nro In tho hands .of eminent
counsel, and It Is a matter that the
Governor himself will lako u hand In
If necessary.

We are out for Miss Davis and will

ftt her If money and brains can do
It. unless sho makes good. Her Ideas
may bo good up nt Bedford or In

John D. Hockefellcr's Sunday school
class, but not here
The petition to Miss Davis described

the rulo ugalnst uutsldo food and sup-nii-

ntt "cruel. Inhuman, unjust and Il

legal and only a HUbterftmo to legalize
a vast system of graft by and with the
consent of the Correction Department,"

All tho documents wcro on legal fool-

scap nnd obviously written or dictated
by one used to .lawyer's phrases.

Mlaa DntU Visits Tombs.
When Miss Davis read them sho went

straight to the Tombs with Deputy Com-

missioner Lewis and Ij. B. Bland of the
Commissioner of Accounts ollU-e- . Phe said
she recognized the right of free petition,
but It must bo respectful. At llrst sho
supposed the petition was genuine, but
one of tho first prisoners she talked to
told her It was not.

"The one I elgneil," he said, "con-

sisted of four or live handwritten lines
respectfully asking jou to rescind the-ne-

regulations."
"Whoso name was first on the list?"

Miss Davis asked.
"Becker's," said tho prisoner. From

other prisoners she learned thut other
names near the top were those- of I'hlllp
Muslcn, John N. Anhut. tho Thaw lawyer
who got Into trouble; Burton H. (libson,
the lawyer accused of killing Mrs. tfzjbn,
and Paper Collar .Ine Stevwiit, tho wire,
tapper. Nono of these names was on tho
petition sent to Miss Davis.

A prisoner told her that after the names
wcro signed the first sheet was removed
and u llfteen page, petition written In
Ink was substituted. He said the writing
was done with Anhut's fountain pen. Tho
Investigators went to Anhut's cell and
nsked If ho hail a fountain pen. He said
"I have one here, hut I horrow.il It from
Lieut. Backer." So Miss D.ivla pasted
on to Becker's cell nnd showed him the
pen.

"Is this yours"" sho nsked.
Becker looked at the pen and cheerfully

aid "Ves." Ho seemed surprised by tho
question.

Thu examination of prisoners that fol-

lowed lasted until -' o'clock yesterday
morning. It was said that Assistant Dis-
trict Attorney Kinbrie was present, hs
well ns Mls Davis and her assistants.

"Finally," Mis Davis unlit in telling tun
story yesteilljy. "Muslca confessed thnt
ho wrote tho substituted petition with
Becker's pen nnd that Bicker helped him
to correct it."

Miss D.ivls s.ild sho remarked to Muslca
thnt It seemed Incredible that Becker
should bo mlieil up In such a thing, anil
that Muslca replies

STAND HIMSELF

under Investigation for contempt aston-
ished tho lawyers In tho case.

It appears, however, that affidavits
havo been offered to tho District Attor-
ney reciting that when Mr. Cockrnn wus
leaving the Criminal Courts ItulldlnR on
Wednesday ho paused long enough to
remark, with a gesture, thnt ho was
through with tho Becker caso becnuso
It was "ussasslnntlon." Mr. Cockran
assured a reporter for Tits Sum that
ho had made no such comment and thnt
ho had confined himself to hlB statement
In court that Mr. Whitman's act In giv
ing out tho Dresner statement was tho
act of nn assassin.

Tho Investigation, with or without the
cognizance of Justice Seubury, who de-

clined to discuss tho matter at nil, was
under way last night. Its purpose ap
parcntly wns not to hale, Mr. Oockrnn
before tho court for contempt but to on
tain material for tho record which would
countercheck Mr. Cockran's torrid
charges' that nn unfair atmosphere wns
being created by Mr. Whitman.

Mr. Cockran can hardly retire for-
mally from tho Becker case because ho
was never formally In It. Mr. Manton
Is Becker's counsel of record and he
called and may call again upon tho re-
verberating eloquence of tho head of the
firm of Cockran & Manton. That Is to
say, Mr. Cockran Is likely to tnako tho
opening address to tho Jury and Is prac
tlcally certain to make tho closing appeal.

Thero Is not the slightest truth In ru-
mors which wcro circulated yesterday
that counsel for Becker will put In no
defence. Mr. Manton nnd his associates
have prepared a Htronger case, they be-
lieve, than wus presented for their client
on his former trial. They intend to fight
every step of tho way, nnd they havo
witnesses, newcomers, who are depended
upon to smother Jack Huso's amazing
narration.

Jury Material lea Out.
As on tho first day Justice Seabury was

obliged to adjourn court while the after
noon was yet young became tho lawyers
ran out of Jury material.

or at noon. But Mr. Dalton,
submitting satisfactory reasons to the
court, was dismissed, and his departure
left only the first row of tho Jury com-
plete. In excusing Mr. Dalton Justice
Seabury said:

"At his own request nnd for personal
reasons Juror No. 2 Is excused. This ac-
tion in no way reflects upon his character
or his Integrity."

Tho line progress In Jury making of
the first day of the trial was nullified by
the laggardllness of yesterday, a situa-
tion brought about by tHo persistent,
monotonous Iteration and reiteration of
"I have opinions nbout this case too
strong to be overturned by tho evidence."
Thero were times when Justice Seabury,
the most patient of men, frowned m seem-
ing disgust. Men of obviously good char-
acter and keen Intelligence balked so
frankly at Jury duty In this murder case
that they could hardly wait far counsel's
questions to disqualify themselves.

This avoidance of public service Indi-

cates that It will take the remainder of
the week to fill the Jury box and that
the presentation of evidence cannot be
begun until Monday. The third stctlon of
the special panel will be In court this
morning nt 10.30 o'clock, but on entirely
new panel of 100 has been requested front
the Jury Commissioners and It will appear
nt 5 l. M. to. day. so us to guaru ngamsi

mhe possibility of exhausting tho morning's
100. ,

In the former trial 1S7 talesmen were
examined before the Jury was complete.
In this trial 155 havo already been run
through the legal mill and tho Jury Is only
half complete. John T. Carinody, a rcpre-sentatl-

of the Jury commissioners, was
In court yesterday listening attentively to
the excuses put rorw.irti uy xnicsmeii.
Places on tho special panel are eagerly
sought, as they Insure talesmen fewer
summonses for Jury duty than Is the case
with men on tho ordinary Jury lists.

Before Justice Seabury took his place
on tho bench yesterday Becker and bis
wifo held a long whispered conference.
Mrs. Becker Is taking a mine direct part
In the present trial than she assumed In
the former one. If sho doesn't Ilka the
nppearanco of a talesman she says so
quickly and emphatically, and her hus-

band's lawyers have yet to accept a man
she doesn't approve. Becker himself
leaves the business pretty much to his
counsel. Occasionally ho leans to one side
In his ponderous composed way and asks
a question or makes n comment.

The fli st talesman examined yesterday
was Kdgar S. Baruch. a broker of 1 1 Wall
street. Ho wns excused quickly, and then
there was a long procession of talesmen
who Insisted solemnly that they were too
nreludlced for Jury duty or that they had
conscientious convictions ngalnst the death
penalty.

Inventor Too llusy to Head.

That struck everybody as so reasonable
and truthful that ho was accepted aa a
Juror.
